Mother expect Protection, if ſuch as 
theſe ſhould once betray their Truſt, 
and inſtead. of guarding and ſecuring 
her from ctuel Violatibn, ſhould even 
arm theſe hoſtile Hands againſt her. 
But true it is, that her v4rious Ene- 
mies (numerous and potent as they 
are) can never prevail but by ſuch 
Means. Jeſas Chriſt has viſibly bleſs' d 
her; ſhe is the Glory cf all the Church 


es; ſhe is the Boaſt and Pride of the- 


Reformation ; and will for ever ſtand, 


like an impregnable Bulwark, unleſs 
the Folly and ſiniſter Views of her 


own Children betray her to Ruin. 
Surely then, our Eyes ſhall never be- 


hold ſuch ſacrilegious Parrigide ! 


Ax D yet thoſe that are zealous for 


our Sion think they have good Reaſon 
to be anxious for her Welfare at this 
Critical Juncture. They have ſeen

that *cis an unfair Iauendo to infer that

the Body of diſſenting Teachers ruſh 
into the Preſence of our ſacred Monarch, 
and even dare to ſpeak their Wiſhes in 
the very Ears of his Majeſty; pleading 
at the ſame Time their Services, and 
with an inſolent Implication, ſeem to 
hint at Obligations derived upon their 
Sovereign by the Merits of their Con- 
duct. They think alſo that a certain 
Biſhop has e! the Pretenſions and 
Demands of the Foes of his Character, 
in a Manner unbecoming his ſacred 
Function. I know it will be here ob- 
jected, as it has already been hy thoſe 
that have publickly defended his Lord - 
ſhip, that my Lord of Bangor has. ao 
where mentioned the Teſt Act, nor 
the AQ againſt Occaſional Conformi- 
ty, (thoſe great Securities, I may ven- 
ture to call them, of the Church of 
Exg lands Proſperity) and therefore, - 


his Lordſhip meant to declare againſt 
them as unrighteous - Penalties on the 
Score of Religioa and Conſcience.

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With theſe Objectots, I deſire to 1. 
* little on this Head. 


Tuos sx indeed, chat ſee ni dale 
than the Surface of Things, whoſe 
unreflecting Minds are inattentive to 
what paſſes in the World, may perhaps 
be perſuaded that the Right Reverend 
Biſhop advanced thoſe Doctrines in his 
late Sermon, out of a meer Regard to 
Truth : But thoſe who look abroad, 
and inſpeQ the Circumſtances of AF. 
fairs, will be ſoon cotivinc'd that he 
had a far leſs noble End in View. 
That the great Deſign of his Diſcourſe 
was to do Service to a reſtleſs Party; 
to gratify the longing Enemies of our 
Church, who pant and languiſh for Poſts 
of Profit and Power; and to ingratiate 
himſelf with ſome certain Grandees 
who ſeem to have engaged in chis glo 
rious Attempt. And I dare believe his 
Lordſhip has accordingly made a Merit 
of his Sermon, Above, on this very Ac- 
count; however, his Friends may diſ- 
avow

avow this Charge to the Publick, and 
endeavour to ſhelter him under that 
ſtudied Diſguiſe with which he has ob- 
ſecur dd his ad. 


127 is is impoſſible to give fuch Proof 
of my Lord's intereſted Views as will 


content theſe Men; becauſe the Na- 
ture of Things will not permit that we 
ſhould otherwiſe detect the Thoughts 
and Iatents of the Heatt, than by 
judging of the apparent Drift of 2 
Man's Conduct, and the Circumiſtan- 
ces of his Actions: But this is ſuffici - 
ent for ingenuous and unbiaſs d Judges, 
becauſe from hence a moral Certainty 
may be acquir'd; and tis all the Proof 
ſuch Matters are capable of. This be- 
ing premiſed, in order to convince any 
candid and unprejudic'd Man of the 
Truth of what I have alledg'd ; I will 
only deſire him to recollect the Diſpo- 
ſition of Publick Perſons, and Affairs, 
at the Time this Sermon was preached. 


B The 
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Th a + Pie of the Difſenters 
about their Deſefts of the preſent Go- 
vernment, and againſt what they are 
pleas'd to call perſecuting Acts of Par- 
lament : Their Addrefs to His Maje- 
ſty upon this Subject: The vaſt Aſſem- 
bly of great Men, who profeſſedly 
met on 'this Occaſion at the Roſe- 
Tavern: The Speeches there made in 
Favour of the Fanaticks, wherein the 
King's Name was profaned, and one 
of the wiſeſt and moſt politick of 
Princes abſurdly made”a Patronizer of 
of their weak Schemes of Confuſion. 
"Twas at ſuch a ConjunCture as this, 
that the Biſhop preach'd his Sermon; 
and tho? he ſeems to level his Argu- 
ments againſt the Nonjurors and Papiſts, 
yet no one can doubt (keeping in his 
Mind the then Poſture of Affairs) but 
that he had a fquinting Regard to the 
Pretentions of the Diſſenters, and hook'd 
in his Negative Diſcouragements parti- 
cularly to ſerve their preſent Purpoſe.

One would have thought that the Bu- 
ſineſs of the Biſhop had been, to have 
aſſerted the Right: of the Civil Go- 
vernment to inflidt Hardſhips that de- 
ſerve a worſe Name that Moderate 
Penalties on Papiſts, &c. for their re- 
ligious Tenets. Certainly it was ves» 
ry improper in ſuch a Diſcourſe to talk 
of the Injury and -Injuſtice of every 
Intervention of the Secular Arm in 
Matters relating to Conſcience ; nay, 
even to condemn the Negative Diſcou- 
ragements of Humane Society. What a 
Wound is here given to the Doctrines 
the Biſhop has taught us elſewhere ? 
For if all Penalties on the Account of 
Religion and Conſcience, tho' never 
ſo moderate, be unjuſtifiable, how 
wicked are the Laws now in Force a- 
gainſt /Papiſts and Nonjurors? But if 
there be a Reaſon, which ſufficiently 
juſties the Civil Magiſtrate in ſuch 
Exerciſes of his Power, then whit ſhall 
we think of that Prelate, who to pleaſe 
ſome Men, and to ſerve a Turn, can 
B 2 tenderly 
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tendetly : ſuppreſs the Truth when it 


makes againſt them, and put a Fallacy 
on the World to oblige his Friends t 
The ſelf ſame: Reaſon, which-makes 
the great Inflictions on the Roman Ca- 
tbolicks and Nomnjurors'lawful,: juſtifies 
the Moderate Penalties. and Negative 
Diſconragements of the | Proteſtant: Dif+ 
ſenters. This Reaſon, (which Lam 
ſure my Lord of Hunger will allow to 
be valid) is no other than the Publick 
Peace and Safety; which is the great 
End of Government, and which would 
be continually diſturb'd and endanger d 
by admitting the Proteſtant Diſſenters 
to that perſect Freedom, from the re- 
angie 4s Which they contend: —

now to do; but fince the renowned 
Biſhop of Bangor has undertaken to be 
the Advocate of the Difſenters, let us 
examine a little into the Merits of the 
Cauſe. And that I may proceed 'with 
ſome ſort of Method and Order a gainft 
ſo ſubtile an Adverſary, I will fel of 
all enquire, what it is they clamour a 
bout, and what they demand to con- 
tent them And hike! the firſt thing 
that occurs to our Notice, is the won! 
derful Modeſty of thicſe'tolerated Sefta! 
riſts. They do not humbly remon- 
ſtrate againſt any partictlat Law that 
preſſes upom them tod hardly; as the 
Schiſm' Act, (which, by tbe Way, ne- 
ver was put in Execution) 8 
ly' require the repealing of every Law 
1 them vn an uh&qual Foot with

the eftabliſh'd Church that ſo being 
once ſet on a Level with her, they 


might at Pleaſure joſtle and affront 
her. They are poor perſecuted. Chri- 
ſtians for the ſake of Religion, while 
their Ambition; is bridled: from graſp- 
ing the Honours and. Reyenues of the 
State; and they complain moſt grie- 
voully, becauſe they are allow'd the 
free Exerciſe of their Religion, and 
are not permitted to buffet their Ma- 
ſters. The repealing the Acts againſt 
Schiſm and Occaſional Conformity, is 
what they, will not thank you for; but 
they deſire to be made equally capa+ 
ble of the higheſt Civil Offices with 
the Churchmen; and our good Biſhop 
takes cheir Fart, and ſays, that even 
theſe Negative Diſcouragements ought 
to be removed, The Saints, in good 
Truth are infinitely oblig'd t this ſpi- 
ritual, Lord, but I bebevg the. Church 
8 Eten wil hardly thank him for 
And indeed, it ſeems; ſo-ſhocking 
T a Paltps,gf the Church preach- 
| ing 
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ing thus before. the King, (who himſelf 
conforms to the Church in Compliance 
with thoſe: Laws that have enacted, 
That whoſoever ſhall hereafter obtain 
the Crown of England, ſhall Commu- 
nicate with the Eftabliſh'd Church) 
that I am almoſt ready to doubt my 
own Senſe. But what elſe can the 
Biſhop mean by the following Pallage, 
Page 18, of his Sermon: The Sanctions 
© of Chriſt's Law (fays he) are Rewards 
© and Puniſhments. But of what Sort? 
Not the Rewards of this World, not 
the Offices and Glory of this State; 
© not the Pains of Priſons, Baniſhments, 
« Fines, or any leſſer and more moderate 
© Penalties, nay not the much leſſer Ve- 
gative Diſcouragements that belong to 
human Society. Now, what are we 
to underſtand by all this? Did the 
clear- headed Biſhop of Bangor only 
mean to tell us, that the Negative Diſ- 
couragements of human Society are not 
the Puniſbments of Chriſt Lam? Why, 
who knows not that? Muſt we not 

9014's tthere- 
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thereforo | neceſſarily -apprehend , ho 
means ta cenſure and condemn thoſe 
Negative, Diſcquragements, | as well as 
Priſons, Baniſhments and Fines, as cul · 


pable and injurious on a religious Ac- 


count-? The greater Part of even thoſe 
that have, drawn their Pens in De- 
fence of his Lordſhip againſt the Re- 
verend Dr. Snape, have underſtood this 
to relate to the Teſt and Penal Laws, 
and have been more explicite than the 
Biſhop thought meet himſe'f to be on 


this Head. One of them addreſſing to 
his Lordſhip, ſays thus; At preſent, 


« my Lord, tis the Expectation of 
4 many, that the Laws which inca- 
« pacitate for, Civil Offices on Account 
«of; religious Qualifications | will be 
« laid aſide; and his Majeſty will be 
« enabled to enjoy the Services of all 
e his Subjects. This Reaſonable. Ex- 
6 pectation has occaſion'd ſeveral little 
« Eſſays to forward the. Deſign, Cc. 
So that it plainly appears I am not the 


only Perſon that takes the Biſhop to in- 


tend the Diſſenters a Service. SINCE

$ixcz then we have ſeen what 


the Reaſonable Diſſenters expect from 
the Government; and ſince we have 
alſo ſeen that my Lord of Bangor has 
charitably afforded them his Aſſiſtance 
to the Cauſe ; Let us now proceed to 
conſider the Conſequence of their ſuc- 
ceeding in this Attempt ; Firſt, with 
reſpect to the State; and, , 
with reſpect to the Church. 


_- Funn, * were all bien of a 
truly Chriſtian Spirit, it would ceaſe 
to be Matter of, ſuch great Concern 
whom we truſted; but while the 
World continues in its preſent State, 
the Maxims of \Prudence and good 
Policy muſt not be {lighted or neglect- 
ed. It ſignifies nothing to ſay the Diſ- 
ſenters are Chriſtians as well as the 
Churchmen; they are an oppoſi ite Sett, 
and therefore tis a Contradiction in Po- 
liticks to ſuppoſe them, whilſt they re» 
main, ſuch, ſo far ſatisfy'd with the 
Wee and Superiority of the

Religion of the State, 'as not rather to 
wiſh themſelves uppermoſt ; fince all 
Men have within them the Seeds of 
Ambition. - But you will ſay, they dif- 
fer only in Circumſtantials. True, 
but he mult be a meer Thro of a Stateſ- 
man, that does not know the World 
well enough to have obſerv'd, that 
theſe religious Trifles occaſion the moſt 
violent Contentions, and the moſt fierce 
and implacable Animoſities among Chri- 
ſtians. No wiſe 'Miniſter therefore 
would ever adviſe the ſetting the Preſ- 
byterians on the ſame Foot with the 
Church of England, for they certainly 
hate her, and would only wait an Op- 
portunity ro exert all the Acts of Re- 
venge and Retribution for fancy'd Op- 
preſſions. They are a vigorous People 
in the Proſecution of their Intereſts, 
they are indefatigable, diligent, and 
reftleſs; till they accompliſh their Work, 
and that effeAually. ' Our Annals teſti- 
fy the Diabolical Fury of their Forefa- 
thers againſt the Hierarchy of the 
| Church, 
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Church, and the preſent Generation of 
them, have no whit a better Thought 
of it, tho they may {lily conceal their 
Sentiments. Bleſs me! what Work, 
would ſuch Spirits as theſe make, 
when repoſſeſs d of Power, to gratify 
at once their Ambition and their Re- 
ſentments. 4 Crown of Thorns, and 
a Throne not at all to- be envy'd 
would be the unhappy Portion of that 
Prince, who ſhould wield the Britiſh 
Scepter in that Day. The Rage of 
State · Parties, dreagful as it is ſometimes, 
is nothing to the devouring Fire of 
Holy Wars and Religious Diſſentions. 

But bleſſed be Gop we have now a 
Monarch too wiſe and knowing, too 
well skill'd in the Arts of Government, 
ever to be induced by the Perſuaſion of 
paſſionate, and intereſted Men, to take a 
Step that he cannot but ſee will ſo evi - 
dently riſque the Peace, the Order, and 
good Government of his Kingdoms. 

"Tis à baſe and malicious Reflection 
ypog all the Members of the eſtabliſh'd 
C 2 Church,

Church, to fay that his Majeſty flands 
in need of the Services of theſe Men, 
Tis falſe. The Church of Ex gland | is 
by far the greateſt Body of Men; and 
if ſome of them are bad, tis no "mare 
than the « common Fate of large Com- 
munities: I wiſh from my Soul that 
they were to a Man in the Proteſtant 
Intereſt ; the beſt and wiſeſt among 
them are ſo; and 1 dare aver that we 
can boaſt of three ſuch, to every one of 
theirs, as bad as the Tunes are. With 
what Face then can theſe audacious 
Detraftors pretend to make themſelves 

neceſſary to the Government? As to the 
Part they have acted in its Defence at the 
King's Acceſſion, of which they boaſt ſo 
much, and murmur and repine that 
they are not rewarded according to 
their Wiſhes ; Alas! What could they 


have done to any Purpoſe, unlefs the 
major Part of the Church of England, 
as eſtabliſh'd by Law, had been in 
thoſe Meaſures? Beſides they did but 
do their Duty, and ſtudied their own 

In- 
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Intereſt. Thoſe that ated otherwiſe, 
ated a fooliſh Part, and have received 
the Reward of their Folly, 


Is fine; thoſe who have peruſed our 
Egli Hiſtories will obſerve, that by the 
ancient Conſtitution of this:Nation, the 
Church and State are fo wiſely woven 
and twiſted together in their very Frame, 
that tis impoſſible to offer Violence to 
the one without Injury to the other, 
and therefore there cannot, without 
infinite Hazard, be ſuffe'd fuch an In» 
novation in this Kingdom, as that there 
ſhall be no National Church, or pro- 


perly ſpeaking, Religion of the State. 


I being therefore neceſſary here in 
England, that there ſhould be a Natio- 
nal Church, tis likewiſe neceſſary that 
this N ational Church ſhould be main- 
tained and defended by the Civil Au- 
thority againſt all her Enemies, of 
whatſoever Denomination, that would 
deſtroy her Polity, and conſequently 


in- 
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introduce Confuſion in the State, with 
which ſhe is ſo image . 


BU r now, in atdler: to maintain and 
defend her, *tis not neceſſary that thoſe 
who differ from her ſhould be perſecut- 
ed, fined, impriſoned, or compelPd by 
any other poſitive Penalties to conform 
to her Worſbip and Communion. No; 
this is allow'd to be flarly unjuſt and 
abſurd. But then, tis as abſurd to ſay 
that the State has not. the moſt juſt 
Right to uſe Negative Diſcouragements, 
as it ſeems we mult call the A#s that 
keep all thoſe out of Poſts of Prafit and 
Truſt, who are naturally ſuppos'd, by 
diſſenting from the eſtabliſh'd Church, 
to be Enemies to her Government or 
Worſhip, and to retain a Diſpoſition 
to injure and deſtroy her, when capa- 
ble, and by ſo doing to diſtract the 
State, and have an evil Influence on 
the Publick Peace,

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To deny this Right to the State, 


would be to rob the Civil Magiſtrate of 
all poſſible Means of protecting her at 
all. Nor can I ſee how the Intereſts of 
- Chriſtianity in general, are in the leaſt 
impaired hereby ; for if Men have the 
moſt perfect Liberty to Worſhip Gov 
in their own Way, without Moleſtati- 
on or Penalty, tho' they diſſent from the 
Church eſtabliſh'd ; have they not all 
the Toleration that calm and prudent 
Men can defire ? Where has Chrift 
commanded that all his Diſciples or 

Followers ſhall equally ſhare in the 
Profits and Honours of this World, let 
it be ever ſo expedient for the good of 
Society, that they ſhould' be lod d in 
particular Hands ? Surely, the 1 
Reverend Biſhop is miſtaken, 

placing theſe juſt and neceſſary ws 
on the ſame Foot with poſitive Comput: 
ſions to Conformity. Since this is no 
| Penalty, no Infligion on them, and is 


but an accidental Advantage on the Side 
of 
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of the eſtabliſſied Church; occaſion'd 
by the Prince's diſpoſing his Places of 
Truſt in thoſe Hands where it has 
been judg'd (by the whole Legiſlature) 
ſafeſt and moſt conducive to the Publick 
Peace. And ſurely it will not be pres 
tended that the Diſſenters have any na» 
tural Right to the Place of a Juſtice of 
the Peace, or Commiſſioner of the 
Cuſtoms ; hen we are not allow'd by 
the . Biſhop. to ſay that, Kings have a 
Natural Right to the Crowns they 
wear ; And. if the Kings of England 
are, for wiſe, and weighty Reaſons, 
obliged by. Lam to conform to the eſta- 
bliſh'd Church, ſball a Parcel of ſour 
ſplenetick Fanaticks think that the Law 
mult. bend to them; and their voraci- 
ous Ambition. be fatisfy dat the Ex- 
pence both of Lam and Pradence ? If 
their Conſcieaces are o nice that they 
cannot conform, methinks it is but a 
ſmall Teſtimony of their Sincerity to 
fit: down content with an Incapacity 
of of being Secretaries of State, or Preſi-

dents of che Coutitit ; eſpecially when 
they ebafider; chat if there 5 be a 


decir Advamennent of Perſolls of 
their Perfwaſisn to foch Poſts, they 
would moſt eetaifily be PL) to 
make - uſe of che reli Authority, and 
vaſt Influence of 'rheir high Plates in 
favour of that Party of Chriſtians, 
whom they think more pure and per- 
fect; and ſo might by degrees be 
brought to take all Opportunities to ad- 
varbe themſel ves and dopteſt their Ri- 
vals; till they bad kind led a Fire that 
they could nor extinguiſh. For Presby. 


tery will never ſuit che Genius of the 


old Engliſh Government; our Conſtitu- 


tion muſt be new-modell'd, our Laws 


alter d, our Government totally chang- 
ed; and who can ſpeak the Confuſions, 
the popular Fury, and the violent Con- 
cuſſions of the Commonwealth, that 


muſt neceſſurily attead ſuch ſad! Cir- 


cumſtances of the State? Perhaps the 
Diſſeaters will here take up the Anſwer 


of _ the Hriun, who, when Eliſha 


D told 


“ 9 th. i. 8 . — 
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told him with Tears, the Miſchiefs a 
apd Deſolations be ſhould perpetrate, 
reply'd,- Is thy Servant 4 Dog that ] 
ſhould do theſe Thing? But without the 
Gift of Prophecy, we may venture to 
affirm what would and weſt (morally 
ſpeaking) be the diſmal Effect of ad · 
vancing the Presbyterians, &c. to the 
Condition they wiſh for. 


TRE juſt and chinking Men even a- 
mong the Sectariſts, often proteſt that 
they think their own Safety depends en 
the Preſidency of the Church of Exg- 
land; they ſee (and every one that exa- 
mines the Matter carefully cannot but 
ſee) how abſurd it is to expect the ſame 
equal Toleration from any of the other 
Churches, when they {ſhould become 
Triumphant, . The Kjzrk of Scotland 
evidently evinces the impoſing and un- 
tollerating Spirit of the Prestyterian 
Sgheme of Church Government; and 
perhaps the Principles of the other 
Secs are leſs compatible with the Inte- 


reſts

reſts of the State than theſe. 80 that 
in common Prudence they ought not to 
make ſuch Clamour for the obtaining 
(like forward Children) Things that 
will only prove dangerous and hurt - 
ful to themfelves and others. From 
bence too it appears, how highly rea- 
ſonable it is that the Superiority of the 
the Church of Exgland (who holds the 
Scales ſo evenly, and deſtributes Right 
fo impartially to all her differing Siſter- 
Churches around her) fhould 'be invio- 
lably maintained and aſſerted againſt 
all the Machinations of deſigning and 
ambitious Men. 


To ſee the Body of Diſſenters ſtriving 
to exalt themſelves at every favourable 
Opportunity, is no great Wonder to 
thoſe who have the leaſt Knowledge of 
human Nature; but to ſee Perſons in 
Publick Employments, who call them- 
ſelves Churcimen, patronizing their ſtre. 
nuous Endeavours, is aſtoniſhing ; it is 
not ws an Apoſtatical Deſertion of the 

oY D 2 lu- 
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Iaterefts of their holy Mother, but a 
kind of Treaſon againſt the State; tis a 
Conſpiracy againft the Peace of the 
Kingdom, and the Quit and Happineſs 
of our facred 'Sowgreigs. . *Tis a Step ſo 
monſtrous in Politicks, that *rwould 
puzzle one to ſay whether it has in it 
more of Wickegneſs or Weakwefs. 


Wu the bn Was cgecled, 

it was eſteem'd as proper a Time to 6 
blige all thoſe who were Friends to it 
upon Principle, as ever could poſſibly 
happen: . Accordingly, the bringiog 1 the 
greateſt Part of the Dillenters to partake 
of the Offices and Profits of the Civil 
Government, was the great Concern of 
the then Court. But that wife and ſa- 
gacious Mioiſtry were far from enter 
taining a Thought of introducing them 
abſolutely. into the Adminiſtration, 
while they. continued Adverſaries and 
Opponeqts ta the BRablifh'd Church. 
They fam the Anarchy and Confuſion 
* wand actelfarily attend ſuch an 
At-

Attempt. And the previous Compre. 
hanſion of the Churches, by a mutual 
Conceſſion on both ſides, which was at 
that Time ſet on Foot, we muſt ſay was 
founded en the Principles of good Senſe 
and good Paliey. But what would thoſe.

Age, could they raiſe their buried 
—_— and\ ſurvey the proſent Situati- 
on ar gur Affairs?
